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FAREWELL MESSAGE 
1986 


As we near the end of this school year, |, along with the Graduating Class 
of '86, am about to leave Scona for the last time. Much as | have enjoyed my 
nine years at Scona as your principal, | am really looking forward to the next 
era of my life--| admit to some trepidation, some wonder, some awe as to 
what lies ahead. However, after fifty-four years in the school environment, 
twelve years in school as you have done, seven years of University and thirty- 
five years of teaching in addition to raising five children in my spare time, | 
am ready for a holiday, a rest, and many new experiences! Thus, although we 
are all a little unclear as to all that the future holds for us, | am certain that 
we will be ready for the future whatever it may be because of the basic values 
that have been instilled in us by our parents and by our school. 

One’s beliefs or basic values are revealed not so much in words or in 
formal creeds as in assumptions on which one habitually acts and in the 
basic values by which all choices are tested. 

The cornerstone of my own value system was laid in childhood by parents 
who believed that personal integrity came first. They never asked, “What will 
you think of yourself if you do this or fail to do that?” This living up to one’s own conception of oneself 
became a basic value and the question ‘what will people think?” took a subordinate place. 

A second basic value, in some ways an extension of the first, | owe to an old professor who had 
suffered more than his share of grief and trouble. Over and over he said to us: “The one thing that really 
matters is to be bigger than the things that can happen to you. Nothing that can happen to you is half so 
important as the way in which you meet it.” 

Gradually, | realized that here was the basis of the only real security and peace of mind that a human 
being can have. Nobody can be sure when disaster, disappointment, injustice or humiliation may come 
to him through no fault of his own. Nor can one be guaranteed against one’s own mistakes and failures. 
But the way we meet life is ours to choose and when integrity, fortitude, dignity and compassion are our 
choice, the things that can happen to us lose their power over us. The acceptance of these two basic 
values leads to a third. If what one is and how one meets life are of first importance, one is not im- 
pressed by another’s money, status, or power, nor does one judge people by their race, color, or social 
position. This opens up a whole new world of relationships; for when friendships are based on qualities 
of mind and character, one can have friends among old and young, rich and poor, famous, and unknown, 
educated and unlettered, and among people of all races of all nations. Given these three basic values, a 
fourth becomes inevitable. It is one’s duty and obligation to help create a social order in which persons 
are more important than things, ideas more precious than gadgets, and in which individuals are judged 
on the basis of personal worth. Moreover, for this judgment to be fair, human beings must have an op- 
portunity for the fullest development of which they are capable. One is thus led to work for a world of 
freedom and justice through those social agencies and institutions which make it possible for people 
everywhere to realize their highest potential. As you leave Scona, as we leave Scona, | am confident 
because of the nuturing of your parents and your school, that each one of you will achieve success in 
the future in your own manner. The word, success, may be defined in many ways. However, the 
definition of success which | would like to share with you in closing is my favorite one which I, as a 
single parent, clipped out and placed on the bulletin board in our home many years ago as a goal to be 
aspired to by my own five children. “‘He has achieved success who has lived well, laughed often, and 
loved much; who has enjoyed the respect of intelligent men and women and the love of little children-- 
who has filled his niche and accomplished his task according to his basic value system, who has left the 
world a better place than he found it--whether by an improved poppy, a pretty poem, or a rescued soul; 
who has never lacked appreciation for earth’s beauty or failed to express it; who has always looked for 
the best he had; whose life was an inspiration; whose memory was a benediction!”
